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I.  Fi eldwork :    The  main  fieldwork  was  done  by  Dick  Drennan  in  Tehuacan,  Mexico 

on  the  Palo  Blanco  period--150  B.C.  to  A.D.  700.    I,    Dr.  MacNeish,  have  really 
done  no  fieldwork  during  my  recovery  but,  even  so,  did  inspect  the  early  man 
excavations  in  San  Diego,  California  with  the  hope  of  getting  a  program  going. 
It  might  be  added  that  plans  are  underway  to  have  Jane  Wheeler  Pires-Ferrei ra 
continue  her  and  Edgardo's  fieldwork  in  highland  Peru  in  the  next  years.

III.  Museum:    Finally  completed  all  we  could  with  the  funds  we  have.  We  had  a 
grand  opening  with  Mrs.  A.  V.  Kidder,  Carl  Coon,  Alfie  Kidder  et  al .    It  looks 
pretty  good--too  bad  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Humanities  or  the  Arts 
did  not  give  money  to  complete  it. 

IV.  Will  make  Vern  Baker  (who  is  preparing  a  publication  on  the  Black  Lucy  Site), 
and  Robert  Vierra  (co-author  in  our  Ayacucho  eight  volumes)  Research  Associates 
of  the  Foundation.    F.  Johnson  and  E.  Sisson  are  already  such.    Also,  if  the 
publication  grant  comes  through  we  will  take  on  new  personnel  to  keep  our  present 
publication  program  from  further  floundering. 

V.  Have  an  offer  to  loan  Pecos  collection  to  the  National  Park  Service  for  the  Pecos 
National  Monument  and  they,  in  turn,  will  re-publish  our  Pecos  volumes  and  give 
us  royalties.    Sounds  like  a  good  deal. 

VI.  Class  on  the  rise  of  civilization  taught  by  Dick  Drennan  was  full,  with  18  (as 
usual),  while  introductory  anthropology  under  Jack  Richards  in  the  fall  and  winter 
had  about  8  in  each  class,  and  McCulloh's  class  in  winter-spring  ought  to  have 
about  6  to  10  in  it  each  time.    Have  discussed  our  teaching  one  more  class  but 

no  final  decision  has  been  made  on  the  matter. 

VII.  Still  getting  a  few  more  Friends  and  Patrons  of  the  Foundation  who  now  contribute 
between  $2,000  and  $3,000  per  year.    Need  about  10  times  that  amount. 

VIII.  Financially,  the  museum  is  in  its  usual     bad  shape,  but  we  will  save  on  exhibits 
and  fieldwork  next  year,  but  only  the  administrative  fee  from  a  grant  we  have 
applied  for  (Preparation  of  the  manuscripts  of  the  Ayacucho  Project)  can  keep  us 
from  going  further  in  the  red.
